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Paterson report confirms news stories on Devoe-Holbein affair 

Press digs out truth

"The need for universities to 
be squeaky dean in all their 
dealings might weD mean the 
loss of our best research minds 
and new ideas to industry," 
McGill Vice Principal Research 
Gordon Machlachlan told 
Biotechnology, an American 
science magazine, in February. 

At a Wednesday press con- 
ference, however, McGill Prin- 
cipal David Johnston disagreed: 
"I wouldn't agree that there is 
any middle ground. I think we 
have to be completely honest," 
when asked if McGill intended 
to loosen its standards to ac- 
comodate industry. 

The press conference follow- 
ed a report to McGill Senate of

• a resulting tax evasion of SI 1. 000 because McGill has an 
academic tax exemtion. The exemption does not apply to 
private companies;

• hiring of DcVoe's wife on NSERC money, "doing indirect- 
ly what probably could not be done directly;" 

• complaints from three of DcVoc's four graduate students 
over DcVoe's long absences and his secretiveness; 

• the necessity for DeVoe's co-supervisors to intervene twice 
on graduate students behalf, both times in connection with 
academic work done by the students; 

• financial connections betweeen the professors and Irving 
Kott, whom they met through McGill Board of Governors 

DeVoe and Holbcins' lawyer at this time was also a Board 

member: 

• improper rental agreements for the on-campus company 
lab, passed by the BoG; 

• patent arrangements with McGill which did not clearly fall 
into McGill's Patent Policy, also passed by the BoG; 

• sale of "Speculative" stock to members of' the 
Microbiology department; 

• an unauthorized change of account entries following "con- 
fusion" between company accounts and the department's 
discretionary fund, unknown to McGill; 

• t ran ferring and listing of McGill shares to the international 
company without McGill approval.

Johnston commissioned the 
investigation Dec. 22, and ap- 
pointed lawyer Alex Paterson to 
undertake the formal report. 
The decision followed months 
of Canadian and British press 
reports on illegal and unethical 
activity in the department. 

The stories concerned an in- 
vention by Microbiology chair 
Irving DeVoe and Associate 
Professor Bruce Holbein and 
companies set up to. market it. 

The Paterson report confirm- 
ed most newspaper statements 
(See box). 

Speaking on the report, 
Johnston said, "what has 
become clear is McGill Univer- 
sity did not prevent conflict of 
interest from arising. This is 
regrettable and the fault is 
mine." 

Some members of Senate 
were dissatisfied with the report 
which they said contained con- 
tinuous "justifications" of im- 
proprieties. McGill Faculty 
Union President Paddy Webb- 
Hearsey said, "It seems the 
primary aim is to justify the 
happenings. The actual infor- 
mation is quite horrendous if 
taken without the opinions of 
Dr. Paterson." 

She also questioned 
Paterson's impartiality because 
he works for Royal Victoria 
Hospital, closely associated 
with McGill's Faculty of 
Medicine which includes the 
Microbiology department. 

"I am told he is practically a 
member of staff (of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital)," Webb- 
Hearsey said. 

Student Senator Ramesh 
Singal said, "the report has 
minimised the effect these 
things have had on graduate 
students," and recommended 
stricter guidelines. 

Professors DeVoe and Hol- 
bein are still employed by 
McGill University, but are on 
unpaid leaves of absence so that 
they can deal with commercial 
responsibilities and various 
court cases. 



Bill C-9 opens door to mounties

Bill C-9, the controversial legislation to create a civilian secret service agency with 
fewer legal restrictions and greater surveillance powers than the RCMP, is one step 
closer to becoming law. 



On Tuesday, the Bill to create 
a Civilian Security Intelligence 
Service (CSIS) was approved in 
principle by the House of Com- 
mons and is now before the 
Commons Justice committee 
for a clause by clause reading. 

Former Solicitor General and 
Progressive Conservative MP, 



Allan Lawrence, is mounting a 
campaign of opposition to the 
Bill's passage. In an interview 
with Canadian Press after the 
Bill's approval in principle he 
said: 

"I think there is a great deal 
of unrest out there (Canada) 
and caution and suspicion 



about the real motive of the 
government." 

Last week, Lawrence attack- 
ed the Bill saying that the 
government's present capacity 
to eavesdrop on private conver- 
sations will not be curbed by the 
Bill as promised. The legislation

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Anlhro student found guiltv_ 

Ctte. rules for prof

Student Gerard Bergeron was found guilty of com- 
mitting a non-academic offense in a marathon session 
of the Senate Committee on Student Discipline Wednes 
day evening. 

The committee also faulted McGill's Anthropology 
Department for failing to halt disruptions arising from 
rumours of sexual harassment. 



Although the committee 
substantiated the charge 
brought against the 
undergraduate by An- 
thropology professor Philip C. 
Salzman, (that of "knowingly 
obstruct(ing) University ac- 
tivities") Bergeron's 
disciplinary record will not be 
blackened. The committee's 
verdict — ' ' an 
admonishment" — will be 
registered only within its own 
books. 

Salzman lodged the com- 
plaint in February, saying the 
student had spread rumours 
that sullied his reputation and 
threatened his working relation- 
ships with students. 

At a departmental party last 
November, Bergeron alleged he 
witnessed a faculty member sex- 
ually harassing a student. He 
told his housemates what he 
saw, and a self-propelled 
rumour soon spread throughout 
the department. 

The identity of the professor 



was made public in a letter writ- 
ten by graduate students on his 
behalf. 

"This means you're not 
allowed to talk about that kind 
of matter (sexual harassment). 
It's very strange that they 
should use the Code of Student 
Discipline to do that," said 
Bergeron following the hearing. 

He said he had few illusions 
about the judicial process: 
"There was the professor and 
chair of the department and 
there was me on the other side 
as an undergraduate. It's a 
power relationship." 

Donald Burgess, Chairperson 
of the Senate Committee on 
Student Discipline, refused 
comment on that body's 
deliberations. 

Legal Aid advisor for 
Bergeron, David Griffiths, said 
he was "shocked" by the deci- 
sion. 

He expects the committee's 
decision will be written and for-

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400 march against fee hike

Carrying multi-lingual banners and placards, 400 students protested the proposed 
differential fee hike for out-of-province and foreign students in the yesterday even- 
ing's rain.

The procession spanned two blocks. 



L'Association Nationale des 
Etudiants-es du Québec 
(ANEQ) organised the first 
march in a campaign against the 
proposed fee increases. 

International students did not 
wear bags over their heads at 
this march as they did three 
years ago when diferential fees 
had been raised. They had 
feared government reprisal and 
there had been cases of harass- 
ment reported. Many foreign 
students are told upon entering 
the country that they do not 
have the right to participate in 
political protests. 



Under the plan put forward 
by Education Minister Yves 
Berubé, out-of-province student 
fees will be increased to $1,000 
and foreign student fees will be 
raised by $1,300 to $5,800. 

Concordia representative to 
ANEQ Pete Wheeland, speak- 
ing for the organisation at Parti 
Québecoi Headquarters, said, 
"the PQ has only one goal by 
> raising differential fees — to ex- 
ploit those students so (they) 
will subsidize our education." 

Only five students from 
McGill participated in the 
march. 



Although a member of 
ANEQ, McGill Students* Socie- 
ty has unofficially stopped all 
communication and participa- 
tion in the organisation. Vice 
President External, Patrick 
Gagnon, personally prefers the 
competing organisation, le 
Regroupment des Associations 
Etudiantes Universitaires 
(RAEU) and has tried to get 
McGill to join that organisa- 
tion. 

Gagnon has done nothing in 
his capacity as V.P. External to 
inform students about the.in- 
crease or protest the fee hike.

Couple talks on 1950's

The fate of the Marshall 
Islands is one of the best-kept 
secrets of the cold war, accor- 
ding to Darlene and Giff 
Johnson. 

The Johnsons, founders of 
the Honolulu-based Micronesia 
Support Committee, spoke to a 
McGill audience last night on 
the aftermath of the nuclear 
tests performed in the West 
Pacific. 

According to Darlene 
Johnson, "I can assure you the 
U.S. government will never tdl 
the truth until the people tdl 
what is happening." 

In June 1946, in the wake of 
Hiroshima, the U.S. selected 
the trusteeship territory won 
from the Japanese as a test site 



for nuclear devices. That month 
U.S. government represen- 
tatives told residents of Bikini 
Atoll that they would be 
evacuated "for the good of 
mankind and to end all world 
wars." 

In 1952, the first hydrogen 
device was detonated. In the 
course of the testing, six 
Micronesian (Micronesia is the 
general term for the isles of the 
West Pacific, including the 
Marshall Islands) islands were 
completely vapourised. 

166 Bikinians were relocated 
to barren, rocky atolls in the 
south of Micronesia. Although 
residents were originally told 
the islands would be 
uninhabitable for 100 years, 
they were instructed to return 
two years after the testing. They

Salvador is grossly distorted 
and misrepresented by the 
media. 

He suggested present-day El 
Salvador must be understood in 
the context of its political and 
economic history. The present 
form of repression began when 
the coffee plantation's 
ecomomy collapsed during the 
world depression of the 1930's. 

"The agricultural labourers, 
reduced to subsisting on tor- 
tillas and salt, rebelled. The 
plantation owners responded by 
forming a unified army and 
slaughtering 30,000 of the

American economic interests,' 
he said. 

The Americans ' began 
seriously investing in the in- 
dustrial 'development' of El 
Salvador in the late '50's and 
early *60's, financing the con- 
stuction of a transport system, 
and sugar and cotton processing 
plants. However, the new in- 
dustries were developed for an 
export market where trade was 
predominantly for luxury 
goods. The needs of both the 
agricultural and industrial 
kers were, and still are, kept 
on or below subsistance levels. 
Oseghcda also commented on

According to Oseghada, the 
popular resistance movements 
began locally, by rebelling 
against the plantation 
managers. They then gradually 
formed the Liberated zones. His 
most important point concern- 
ing these zones is that they are 
relatively peaceful. 

"Of the 50,000 deaths in B 
Salvador since 1979, most have 
been committed by the death 
squads against the' unarmed 
population of the un-Tiberated 
zone", he said.

This is a letter to both the women of the 
amy and the McGill Women's Union. On 
International Women's Day, I eagerly 
picked up the special Issue of the Daily, to 
find out about the International Women's 
Day March and to see what International 
Women's Day events would be listed 
under the Today. Alter reading the Daily 
from cover to cover, I found nothing. Not a 
hint about the March. No events listed in 
the Today (not that there weren't any 
events — for instance "Not a Love Story" 
was screened). Could not there have been 
some co-ordination ol information In order 
to encourage women's participation in In- 
ternational Women's Day? Where were the 
March posters?? 

I found the editorial ol the Dairy 
especially disturbing. The tone was off — 
instead of a celebration ol women, and ol 
what (little) they have achieved, It was but 
a diatribe against society and against 
women themselves. Sweeping generalisa- 
tions, within the general negative tone, 
were offensive: "Women have failed to 
recognise the dynamics and realities ol 
their own oppression." Not all women; 
this recognition is. after all, what 
feminism is about. Further the statement 
itsell would not- win over those women 
who have not given "the dynamics... of 
their oppression" any thought; it is too 
much like a slap across the face — one's 
reaction is to close one's eyes. 

As a feminist, I would have liked an 
editorial that was less general and more 
positive'. I know from experience that par- 
tipation in Tack Back the Night marches 
and in the International Women's Day 
march is one ol the best ways to feel 
solidarity with women and to begin to 
think positively about one's own identity. 
Such marches and events are ex- 
hilarating, and that exhilaration is needed 
to keep women fighting against their op- 
pression. Your editorial should have men- 
tioned the march as one way toward 
recognition. It should have given specific 
information - where the march goes, how 
long it takes — so that the uncertain and 
physically unfit would not be scared off. It 
should have mentioned Ihe post-march 
women only dance and party. Finally, it 
should have recognised that although the 
Issues are clear to you as feminists, there 
are new women attracted to Ihe feminist 
movement every year who want explana- 
tions, and who may be put off by the lack 
ol them. They need to know, year after 
year, why we celebrate women in a march 
without men, why men are excluded from 
the post-march dance. By not providing 
more specific information in your editorial, 
I think you have failed to contribute to Ihe 
feeling ol solidarity among women, a 
solidarity which should be striven lor on 
International Women's Day.

University of Toronto Blues 
scored four power play goals- 
enroute to a 9-1 romp over Con- 
cordia to win their tenth CIAU 
hockey championship in the 
past 19 years.

puts no control on the gover- 
nment's ultra-secret Communica- 
tions Security Establishment 
(CSE), which monitors 
telephone, telegraph and Telex, 
both inside and outside Canada. 

Lawrence said the CSE works 
in co-operation with the CIA 
and the Secret Intelligence Cen- 
tre in Cheltenham, England. 
Lawrence added that most MPs 
didn't know the CSE exists. 

"They (the CSE) can, and I 
am convinced they do, listen in, 
break into, decodify and store 
conversations of people in this 
country with no independent 
control or supervision." 

Lawrence explained that the 
agency's sensitive radio 
receivers tap microwave amd 
satellite transmissions and feed 
' them into a computer program- 



med to intercept any message 
containing certain key words. 

Lawrence said Bill C-9, aside 
from being dangerous in itself, 
lulls Canadians into believing 
the CSE's activities are either 
prohibited or controlled by the 
government, which isn't true. 

Citizens Against State 
Surveillance (CASS), a Mon- 
tréal organisation which was 
formed to halt the passage of 
Bill C-157, Bill C-9's 
predecessor, has taken a 
stronger position on C-9 calling 
it a subtle but more dangerous 
version of the original. 

According to a CASS press 
release issued this week "many 
rights traditionally believed to 
be fundamental in Canada will 
be diininated by Bill C-9." 

CASS claims the new Bill will 
dramatically loosen the required 
criteria for the legal surveillance 



of people and organisations by 
the Civilian Security In- 
telligence Service (CSIS). 

"Under the guise of "threats 
to National Security", the new 
Bill authorises the CSIS to 
survey anyone who expresses 
dissatisfaction with any of the 
government's policy decisions," 
the release reads. 

CASS is holding an open in- 
formation meeting on Bill C-9 
this Monday at 201 Milton at 
19h30. 

Lawrence said government 
agencies other than the yet to be 
created CSIS and even private 
agencies can also continue using 
sophisticated electronic 
surveillance equipment without 
any controls. 

"To eavesdrop on any person 
in this country, in any place at 
any- time, no physical intrusion 
or trespass is necessary."
